“ Midgets ” were establishing a definite supe- 
riority over all their rivals, but the remaining 
Riley trio were progressing very steadily and 
surely together, ready to snatch the lead 
should opportunity offer, and to place them- 
selves high in the list of finishers for the team 
prize.

THE MOUNTJOY CQRNER. 


The most spectacular driving inj the race was 
certainly witnessed at the Moun joy Corner, 
but, fortunately, there were nq accidents, 
although once de Ferranti (Austin) 
tad a narrow escape when his. left front 
wheel came off just as he wag about to 
take the corner. This was near Íthe end of 
the first hour of the race. In thea same place 
during Thursday’s practices the) left front 
wheel of another Baby Austin, driven by 
J. D. Barnes, came off. i 

Victor Gillow’s cornering kept , the crowd 
thrilled by its recklessness. tage again 
he ran up on to the grass, kidding and 
swerving all over the road, leaving; behind a 
smell of burnt rabber from the tyj‘es tearing 
on the road as he braked and skidá led. Once 
Gillow came around, and his @agine ap- 
peared to be on fire. Without stq pping the 
car his mechanic put it out th a fire 
extinguisher. On another occasgon Gillow 
over-ran the corner badly, and made straight 
for the road behind the sandhags, but 
managed to brake up in time. 4 

Major Gardner. on his M.G. Mifiget, was 
another driver who gave the crow: several 
thrills when his car skidded into *the grass 
edging by the sandbags. Of all the drivers. 
Sir Malcolm Campbell, on his Riley, was 
one of the fastest and most capahyle on the 
corner. 


THE BACK STRETCO1. 


For three and a half hours a score 9! 
bedraggled spectators, mostly policemen, 
huddled under the trees near the ,Ashtown 
Gate in ones and twos and threes, and 
watched a monotonous procession of cars 
appear from the direction of M ountjoy 
Corner, flash past. and vanish with a deatfen- 
ing roar towards the Gough Statue. It was 
u dreary spectacle. é 

On the rain-splashed. road every dn ver was 
manipulating with the utmost caufúon the 
intricate bends of the back streteh, holding 
the steering wheel with an iron getup and 
keeping the throttles well down. <'onse- 
quently, except at the beginning, when one 
or two cars came perilously close to the grass 
edges, and even sent little tufts of grass 
whirling into the air as their wheels iskirted 
the curves, the bends were negotia ed as 
cleanly as they would have been by tmy o! 
Dublin’s hacks. 

Skids were few and far between, and "there 
were occasions when every one of the hime of 
cars came round without a fault. The. fourth 
circuit, however, brought a bad epiderme ot 
slithering when first Parker and then Slack 
immediately behind him took the last curve 
af the great Cupid’s bow rather bad'ly in 
their “ Midgets,”” and Dan Higgin, im a 
similar make of car, followed their extimple 
by swinging suddenly right across the road 
at the very same spot a moment laten A 
couple of Japs after Parker took the tauning 
a bit wide and looked like running ciéan on 
to the outer bank, only superb handling: keep- 
ing the machine to the path. 

The only moment of real excitagment 
eccurred during a fierce duel between Widen 
gren’s Maserati and Gardner's M.G. Ais they 
came imto view, Widengren was getting 
Gardner's dust, but the Englisiman ‘“stapped 
on it” coming* down the stretch amd was 
neck and neck at the middle of the snrve. 
each car shooting ahead of the other im sharp 
jerks. only to be itself overhanled in turn. 
As they vanished from sight, the struggle 
for mastery continued. 

The little Austins did well on the Bends, 
and so did the Rileys. Among the hatter. 
Gillow was much more spectacular thaw tis 
teain-mate, Campbell. It is doubtful, in heed, 
if any other driver in the race, compared 
with Gillow in-this respect, and the little 
group of spectators along the back steete) 
missed him when it was noticed that ha had 
disappeared from the conflict. 

Such were all the “incidents”’’ observed 
during three and a haif ‘hours of pal den 
watching in drenching rain along the Weck 
stretch. If only the bookmakers had ‘heen 
there, 11 would have been as thrilling as a 
grevhound meeting. 


THE GOUGH CORNER. 


During the first half an hour. when the 
weather seemed about to mend, the vivid), 
coloured cars decelerated, cornered, and 
droned up the straight, to vanish in a Mhite 
veil of mist without incident. At 3.25, S.A. 
Crabtree swerved across within a few ‘fee:

He skidciad 
violently and finished broadside on to the 
track. Fortunately, he was not closely fed- 
lowed, and he resumed immediately. A 
red-painted Maserati, driven by red-jacketed} 
and crimson-helmeted Henken Widengran, 
rather resembled the appearance of a demdn 
king, and the stabbing flames from tite: 
exhaust heightened the illusion. Nash anj 
several occasions was seen to be engaged 
in cheerful conversation with his companions ; 
but, for. sheer nonchalance, W. P. Noble’ 
must be mentioned, since he passed on one 
occasion ating an orange. The most | 
spectacular incident which took plaqes 
in this section happened shortly after 
five o clock, when W. Kehoe in an M.G. came 
around closely followed by his team mate, 
R. R. Jackson. Kehoe’s car skidded alarm - 
ingly coming to rest facing towards the Monre- 
ment, and Jackson was forced to take to the:

CHARGE OF ILL-TREATMENT 
AGAINST GUARDIANS. 


When a case was called at Dundrum Dis- 
triet Court yesterday in which Patrick and 
Marv Byrne, Kingston, Dundrum, were 
charged with having assaulted a boy named 
Randal Flynn and with having ill-treated 
him, it was stated that the boy. who was 
four vears old, died on the Sist May. 
Superintendent O'Reilly said that the child 
was living with the accused, and evidence 
would be given that he had been assaulted 
by them from time to time. ' 

“Dr. Arthur Goff, Dundrum, said that on 
the night of the 3lst May he was called to 
the residence of the accused, and on his 
arrival heard Patrick Byrne cail out, “ Oh, 
mv child.”” He went into the house and saw 
3 boy lying on a bed. He was dead, He 
noticed several bruises and lacerations om the 
hody. and questioned Mary Byrne, who said 
that the child had been ill and that, as he 
had gone into a fit early in the evening, she 
slapped him to rouse him. She said En 
the child suffered from fits, and the;hest 
way to rouse him was by slapping. She also 
said that a wound on the boy's chm was 
caused by his falling out of bed. ; 

The witness told Byrne and his wife that 
he would have to notify the Guards. In his 
cpinion, the lacerations on the child's body 
were cansed by some instrument. 

In reply to Mr. Burne, the witness 
that the child died of hemorrhage of. the 
brain. He assisted at a  post-mertem 
examination and found that the child was 
affected with thrombosis. which would affect 
his brain.

The Local Government Bili, 1931, which got 
a first reading yesterday at the instance of 
Mr. R. Mulcahy, Minister for Local Govern 
ment, 1s intended to define the powers of the 
Minister in relation to local authorities dis- 
solved by him, and in relation to subsidiary 
hodies, wholly or partly appetnted by such 
local ‘authorities.

These three Haverty Trust commissions re 
present a quasi competition, in which full 
and free play is left to the artists genius 
and imagination : they resemble somewhat 
the commissions given at the Renaissance 
period, when the artist was chosen and told 
to go ahead and work according to his own 
mind. 

Tt is expected that the three pictures will 
have been completed in time for next vear's 
Roval Hibernian Academy. Ií shown there 
they, doubtless, will excite great interest.

 BIRTHPLACES, 

Speaking of birthplaces, why does not 
Dublin mark the houses where her great sons 
and daughters were born’ There is a plaque 
on the house in Genoa where Daniel O’Con- 
nell died, but none on that in Merrion square 
where he lived so long. In London. the 
house where any great man sojourned even 
temporarily is marked. Such marks exist in 
Dublin, but they could be numbered on the 
fingers of both hands. 

One big shop in London is selling the stock 
of another firm which has gone into liquida- 
tion. Notices were placarded on the win- 
dows of the former that the sale of the lat- 
ters stock would begin last Monday morn- 
ing. Phe result was that would-be purchasers 
arrived on Sunday before midnight, and 
camped out all night before the inhospitably 
locked doors of the store where the sale was 
to take place.

A correspondent writes :-— 

I was walking the other day into the 
Newtownards road and passed on my way 
a clearing, where some children were 
playing. Their game somehow seemed 
unusual! to me, and I stopped to look on. 
Boys and girls were both engaged in this 
game—in itself an unusual thing—for 
young children are normally very segre- 
gative in respect of the sexes. They were 
busy with the fallen bricks of an old 
building, and were constructing some- 
thing which was certainly not the stock 
‘‘shop”’ for mimic wares. As the some- 
thing took shape under my eyes, it re- 
solved itself into an arrangement of 
bricks, too like that of circular cromlechs 
to be accidental. There were the inner 
and the outer rings, and the slab cover- 
ings complete, as well as a kind of centre 
altar stone. The children might well have 
been building according to the plan olf 
one of those cup marks that, some anti- 
quaries say, were plans of ancient stone 
arrangements of this kind. I might have 
attributed this fact to some recondite 
theory of hereditary instincts had I not 
asked one of the children what they were 
doing. Their school teacher, it appears. 
had been talking to them about ancient 
monuments, and drawn an ideal one on 
the blackboard for them, which they now 
were copying. It was pleasing to think 
that none of those children will now ever 
see dolmen or cromlech without an inte!- 
ligent quickening of the eye. 


Moneu bu Post. 


I was surprised to read recently in an 
old Irish newspaper these acknowledg- | 
ments of the receipt of ‘‘conscience | 
money’’: ‘‘The Chancellor of the EKx- 
chequer acknowledges receipt of the second 
half of a five pound note sent anony- 
mously for Legacy Duty,’’ and again : 
“The Chancellor of the Exchequer ac- 
knowledges receipt of two halves of a 
hundred pound note for income tax.” 

Further inquiry brought to light the 


fact that fifty vears ago, or even less, 
monev sent through the medium of the 
post invariably took the form of one half 
of a severed bank note. This half was 
quite useless to anyone who might inter- 
cept it, but the rightful recipient knew 
that the second half would arrive in due 
course, and so make up the entire sum. 
This custom may account for the large 
numbers of pre-war bank notes that were 
carefully joined together with stamp 
paper or sticking plaster, thus forming a 
complete note where two severed halves 
had existed. 


Whe Cockk 


The sandy flats around Dublin Ba) 
abound in cockles, and I never take a 


walk along them without espying numerous 
shells of the odd little mollusc. Despite 
its small size, the cockle plays quite a big 
part in’ kittoral life, and its young, 
lavishly produced, form excellent food for 
plaice, soles, dabs and other fish. In 
this passive way the cockle is quite a 
benefactor, and. in addition to luring good 
fish near our shores. where they may be 
easily captured, the cockle itself is quite 
good food. 

The unstable nature of its environment 
might be thought to impede the cockle. 
Instead, benevolent nature has equipped 
it with a strong. fleshy “ foot,” which it 
thrusts out of the shell. By this means 
it is enabled to burrow in the sand or 
even to move about in a series of little 


hops. 
The First Suffragette. 


In this vear of many centenaries one | 
which has been completely overlooked s 


the hbicentenary of the death of Mary 
Astell. the first suffragette. The honour 
of being the pioneer of higher education 
for women is usually bestowed upon Mary 
Wollstonecraft, Shelley’s mother-in-law, 
but her first pamphlet on the subject was 
not published until sixty-one years after 
Mary Astell’s death. 

Mary Astell was a native of Newcastle. 
and wrote inanv works upon the: subject 
of women’s suffrace, the most notable of 
them being ‘‘ A Serious Proposal to the 
Ladies for the Advancement of their True 
and Greatest Interest.” published in 1694. 
It was this work from which Daniel Defoo 
(whose bicentenary also fel] this vear) 
drew many of his ideas for his ‘‘ Essay 
on Projects,’’ which are erroneously attri. 
buted to his own originality. : |

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Bee Superstitions. 


Chatting with an enthusiastic beekeeper 
of my acquaintance recently, I learnt 2% 
several interesting superstitions connected 
with bees. 

He told me that it is considered 
extremely unlucky if a swarm of bees 
settles on one’s premises and is not 
claimed by the owner. In some districts 
this is said not merely to be a portent 0: 
ill luck, but of a death to occur in the 
household within the space of one year. 

Bees are apparently very sensitive to 
their surroundings; for some people 
believe that, if a death occurs, the bees 
will sicken and die if they are not ex- 
pressly invited to the funeral. Frequently 
a piece of black crépe is attached to the 
hive to show that the bees are in mourn- 
ing. Moreover, it is believed that bees 
will not thrive if their upkeep gives rise 
to any quarrel in the houschold to which 
they belong.

FLIGHT THROUGH GALE 
ON LAST LAP. 


FTER flying through a gale and heavy 
storm on the Continent, Mr. C. W. 
A. Scott, the London airman, who set up 
a new “ record " for a flight to Australia 
from England last April, arrived at 
Lympne Acrodrome, near Folkestone, at 
7.14 last evening, having flown from 
Australia in under eleven days. 

Mr. Scott left Wyndham, Australia, on 
May 26th on his homeward flight in a 
small Gypsy Moth machine given to him 
by Lord Wakefield of Hythe especially 
for the homeward flight. 

_ The 10,000 miles flight was accomplished 
in 10 days 23 hours, which is 48 hours 
less than the time taken by Air-Commodore 
Kingsford-Smith in the Southern Cross. 
Early yesterday Mr. Scott left Brindisi. 
Italy, on the last stage of his flight, and 
he covered the distance of 1,350 miles in 


one hop. The weather conditions were 
good, except for a head wind, until he 
neared Calais, where a heavy thunder- 
storm was raging. From there to Lympne 
he flew through broken weather, with head 
winds, very heavy rain and further storms. 
He was suffering badly from cramp and 
deafness when he stepped out of the cock- 
pit of the little machine at Lympne after 
bringing it right into the hangar from 
which he had started his first flight in 
April last. He was wearing only a shirt 
and light khaki knickers. His face was 
bronzed with the sun and Dbilistered. 
During the flight he had suffered from 
the fumes of the engine having been driven 
back into his face. 

He received the congratulations of the 
aerodrome staff, who only two months ago 
wished him the best of luck on a cold

The ’plane landed in a storm of wind and 
rain, and Mr. Scott was drenched in 
walking across the aerodrome. He came 
home as quietly as }e went away. Even 
early this evening no one at the aerodrome 
knew of his whereabouts or that he in- 
tended to land at Lympne. The storm was 
so bad that the officials could scarcely 
believe that he would cross the Channel 11: 
his frail machine. Everybody had almost 
abandoned the idea that he would reach 
England to-night, and there were not more 
than half a dozen officials and mechanics 
on the station when his machine first came 
into sight. Through the mist and rain 
the word ‘‘Australia’’ was seen on the 
fuselage, and those present knew that it 
was Scott back home.

Mr. Baldwin declared the Galleries open. 
TWO CLASSES OF THE RICH. 


We owe the Fitzwilliam Museum itself 
to that private munificence, which has 
been the nurse of all culture and educa- 
tion from the earliest times, Mr. Baldwin 
said. We are so accustomed to see Oxford 
and Cambridge, and to think they have 
always been there—that they must have 
dropped from the sky! No State nurse 
had they ; they owed their endowments to 
the piety and faith of former generations. 

To-day we celebrate, with thankful 
hearts, the most recent, and not the least 
generous, of these great bequests, in the 
true tradition of the history of Western 
civilisation. The rich are divided 
two families. There are those who think 
only how they may heap the largest pile 
together before they die, so that the State 
may take half of it—(laughter)—and there 
are those who regard their wealth as a 
privilege and responsibility, and whose 
greatest pleasure—and there is none 


they may lay out their wealth for the 
benefit of their fellow-men and posterity 

It was in the latter spirit, he said, that 
the three donors had acted with a bene- 
ficence that would keep their names for 
ever honoured as those of true sons and 


daughters of the university. 


In paying a tribute to Dr. Cockerell, 
Director of the Museum, and referring 
humorously to his success in obtaining 
gifts for it, Mr. Baldwin said: Never has a 
nervous man fled from the microbe or the 
germ, more than the wealthy curmudgeon 
must have fied from Dr. Cockerell. 
(Laughter.) The crowning merit of all is 
that Dr. Cockerell has succeeded in in- 
ducing the undergraduate life to enter the 
walls of his museum.

The Times to-day, commenting in a 
leading article on ‘‘The German Visit,” 
says:—The gravity of the German difficul- 
ties is not denied, and no country desires 
to see the Reich succumb te them. There 
is, indeed, every desire to help, but there 
are two conditions. One is that Germany 
must really do her very utmost to help 
herself, and the other is that, if she ex- 
pects help from other countries, she i:.ust 
begin by showing herself a ‘‘ ,ood 
European.’” As Mr. Henderson said in 
his Burge memorial lecture two days ago, 
“a community sense’’ is growing up 
among the nations of the world.’’ Is Ger- 
many true to this essential principle? The 
reason for the great uneasiness aroused by 
her proposed union with Austria was not 
that the project was Larmful in itself, but 
that the manner in which it was negotiated 
and then sprung upon Europe seemed to 
show mingled stealth and defiance, and to 
oppose in spirit the efforts towards 
Furopean union which the League of 
Nations was making under the guidance 
of M. Briand. 

Has Germany really accepted the post- 
war arrangement of Europe, even in its 
main lines, or is she hoping all the time 
to upset that arrangement’ These are 
the questions that lurk uneasily in the 
minds of observers in other countries. If 
modifications are to be introduced with- 
out disaster, it is absolutely necessary 
that they should be made on the general 
basis of existing treaties and by consent. 
The more closely G-rmany will co-operate 
with other countries in spirit, as well as 
in form, the better chance there will be of 
building a contented Germany into a new 
Europe. The present visit should be 
really useful if it helps to: draw Germany 
from that state of spiritual isolation in 
ba she has remained shrouded too 
ong.

Before going to the ‘banquet Dr. Bruning made a statement in which he 
said that the purpose of their visit was to talk about the many difficulties 
which are being experienced all over the world, and are full of great 
danger for industry, agriculture and the working classes. 


THE FREE STATES POLICY. 


“I was very giad, indeed,” said Mr. 
McGilligan, in the course of his state- 
Í ment, “ to be able to accept the invita- 
| tion of the German Government to pay a 
visit to Berlin. In our external relations 
it has always been the policy of the 
Saorstat to establish personal contacts 
with as many Governments as possible, 
especially with those Governments which 
have shown’ themselves consistently 
friendly to Ireland. That course is en- 
'tirely in accord with the tradition estab- 
lished by the League of Nations, which 
brings into close and friendly contact 
Governments whose only relations under 
the old régime were those maintained 
through their diplomatic representatives. 
It was in pursuance of this policy of the 
(Government that the President visited the 
United States in 1928, and that I myself 
visited the new Vatican State, as well as 
the Italian State, in 1929. 

‘“Our position in the Commonwealth 
provides frequent opportunities for clese 
and friendly contact between the Govern- 
ments of that group, and the geographical 
Situation of France, through whose 
capital the road to Geneva lies, gives us

TRYING TO SAVE. 

“You know very well that the present 
Government in Germany tried a few times 
to raise the taxes and to cut down ex- 
penses, and, indeed, we have tried that 
four times in the last fourteen months.

Just before leaving 
Berlin we endeavoured once again to raise 
new taxes, and especially to cut down to 
the last possible degree our expenses in 
the Budget of the Reich.

GERMAN REPUDIA- 


TION SCARE. 


From ReEvrTer’s CORRESPONDENT, 
BERLIN, Friday. 

Something approaching an atmosphere 
of hysteria was produced in Berlin finan- 
cial cireles to-day by rumours in London 
about the possibility of a moratorium in 
connection with interest payments on 
German external loans. Although the 
accuracy of the London reports was 
indignantly repudiated in official quarters, 
these rumours, categorically declared to 
be “pure inventions,” have done much 
harm here. Owing to fears about the 
possible withdrawal of credits, which would 
involve payment in foreign currencies, 
there has been some frantic buying of the 
American dollar. At one moment the 
demand upon the Reichsbank touched the 
portentous figure of sixtv million dollars. 
Even the Berlin Bourse, which opened 
with a continuation of the firm tendency 
reflected from overnight, was unable to 
withstand the prevailing atmospheré, and 
prices gradually weakened. 

Although Germany is certainly in a 
serious plight economically, there is not a 
single political party, with the exception 
of the Communists, which contemplates 
the possibility of a refusal on Germany's 
part to honour her obligations as regards 
interest on foreign loans. 

An official denial has now been issued 
here as follows: ‘‘ Nowhere in Germany 
is there a doubt that all interest pay- 
ments of whatever kind will be paid, and 
that all obligations towards private 
creditors will be kept.’’
